VALUABLE TO AXIS 

Observers said Tunisia would be 
valuable. for Axis operations and 
night satisfy the Italian clamor, and 
that at the same time Laval might 
feel he could risk a _ concession 
there where a concession of a piece 
of France's homeland would pro- 
voke too great a public reaction 
against him. 

On the basis of 1938 figures, ‘there 
were 108,000 Frenchmen and 94,000 
Italians among Tunisia’s 2,600,000 in- 
habitants.

'More Interest 


In Development 
Of Aberta Oil 


Since January 1 this year 46 
oil drilling licenses have been 
issued as compared to 24 for the 
corresponding period last year, 
according to a report issued Wed- 
nesday by the provincial depart- 
meNt of lands and mines of which 
Hon, N. E. Tanner is minister. 
The report reveals the increased 
interest in Alberta oil. 

For petroleum and natural gas 
exploration work covering an area 
of 484,732 acres, 12 applications have 
been granted to date this year, For 
the corresponding period Jast year 
applications covered an area of 129,- 
688 acres. The 1942 applications in- 
clude those granted to Shell Ex- 
plorations (Alberta) Ltd.* 

Exploratory work operations must 
be commenced within 60 days after 
the application has been granted, 
according to provisions under which 
lands are leased for exploratory 
work, 

PETROLEUM LEASES 

The department this year has 
granted 111 petroleum leases for 
operations on crown lands, involv- 
ing 40,982 acres, as compared with 
200 given 
corresponding period last year. The 
applicant has 12 months to start de- 
velopment work on 
leases, 

An order-in-council has been 
Passed which amends regulations 
governing development of min- 
eral rights, it was announced on 
Wednesday by government offi- 
clals, 

Formerly,. if an oil 
could not reach a_ satisfactory 
agreement with the owner of the 
land on oil development work; the 
issue was referred to a district 
court judge. Thé new order pro- 
vides that the public utilities com- 
missioner will henceforth hear such 
cases, The result of this order is 
that in future only one body in the 
province will deal with matters in- 
volving mineral development.

CHUNGKING, May 27—(BUP) 
—Chinese forces have killed 2,800 
Japanese in repulsing attacks on 
Kinhwa in castern Chekiang prov- 
ince and annihilated half of a 
Japanese force that tried to break 
through a trap on the Salween 
river in Yunnan province, a com- 
mupique said tonight. 

The. Japanese have lost 10,800 men 
in their efforts to take Kinhwa. The 
Chinese said they had driven the 
enemy back north, nor€heast and 
south of the city. 

The communique said that a 
second fnajor attack was Jaunched 
against the city Monday night and 
that the Chinese repulsed it and 
killed 1,500 Japanese. many of whom 
were blown to death by eight land 
mines sown along the approaches 
to the city. 

Another 1,300 Japanese were 
killed northwest of Kinhwa when 
another attack was repulsed. 

Heavy fighting was reported 
west of the Salween, where the 
Japanese were concentrating large 
forces of men and equipment for 
an expected push toward Chung- 
king.

Mr. Crerar said a majority of 
leaseholders in the main oil-pro- 
Qiucing areas of Alberta had approv- 
ed of the agreement which had later 
been approved by the Alberta leg- 
islature almost unanimously.

BILL APPROVED 

The house approved the Evidence 
Act bill in committee and put it 
down for third reading at the next 
sitting.

The Human Factor 


There is plenty of sugar in the world, 
plenty of tea, and plenty of coffee. But 
not in this part of the world. They have 
to be brought to Canada in ships—ships 
which are needed to carry war supplies to 
the fighting fronts. The ships are manned 
by sailors who risk their lives every hour 
they spend at sea, since enemy submarines 
lurk along the sugar, tea and coffee routes. 

Wherefore Canadians are now called 
upon to get along with a half pound of 

ugar each per week, with only half the 

amount of tea per head we have been 
using, and with three-quarters of the 
amount of coffee. The point to remember 
is that these new restrictions are not 
merely economic measures designed to 
prevent the unbalancing of international 
exchange. They do not aim solely to con- 
Serve tonnage for war purposes. Beyond 
these considerations, both valid, is the fact 
that brave men must challenge death every 
hour they spend bringing a cargo of sugar, 
tea or coffee to a Canadian port. 

To put the matter on the personal basis 
where it belongs; suppose your “boy” was 
on one of those ships, or on a warship con- 
voying them through the submarine zone 
~-would you obey the regulations and cut 
down consumption as required?

If they cannot be beaten, the Baku 
oil fields will be as far as ever beyond the 
Fuehrer’s reach, 

The outcome may not be known for 
weeks, but at least the Russians have a 
better chance to hold their ground than 
they had last summer. Their reserves of 
manpower are ample, while the German 
troops have been heavily diluted with con- 
tingents from subject states whose stay- 
ing power is not equally dependable. And 
the Red army is said to have now an even 
footing as regards equipment, which it had 
not a year ago, 

However the battle may go, it-is on so 
vast a Scale that the enemy reserves will 
have to be thrown into the fray in great 
numbers, at the expense of weakening the 
Supports of the occupation forces from 
France to Norway, The more furious the

Salaries Should Be Equal:: 


to Importance of 
Function

The Alberta Teachers’ Associa- 
tion wishes to establish a basic 
teaching salary in this province 
of $1,000 a year for rural 


The only comment I can make 
is that the teachers are exceed- 
ingly modest in their estimate of | 
what their pro- | 
fession is worth 
to the commun- 
ity. 

The fact is 
that a good 
teacher is worth 
an incalculable 
amount to a 
district. No sal- 
ary could be too 
high for a well- 
trained man or 
woman who is 
capable of mak- Harold L. Weir 
ing the proper impressions of the | 
minds of children, 

Conversely, the poor’teacher is 
not only worth nothing at all, 
but may constitute a_ positive 
drawback to the effective de- 
velopment of young intellects. 

That is why the salary ques- 
tion is such a pertinent and im- 
portant one, The teacher who is 


worth paying at all, is worth 
much more than any maximum 
salary that exists at present. 

It might not be economically 
possible to pay good _ teachers 
what they are actually worth. 
But we should pay them all we 
can. 

Their salaries, in other words, 
should only be limited by the 
ability of the city or municipality 
or province to pay. 


Responsibility 


I am not among those who be- 


jlieve that either school teachers 


or church teachers can ade- 
quately play the~-part in the 
training of the child that should 


be assumed by parents in the 
home. 
The home or the family is 


properly the basis of all those 
influences which form the child's 
mind and character, And _ the 
child who is deprived of a whole- 
some and broadening family in- 
fluence is deprived of a very 
great deal indeed, 

It is not enough that parents 
should send their children to 
public school so that their little 
minds may be saved from ignor- 
ance and to Sunday school so 
that their little souls may be 
saved from perdition, 

Nevertheless, a  lamentably 
large number of parents assume 
that this is enough, that if they 


aig their offspring off to school 
and Sunday school faithfully 
enough, they have done their 
complete duty. 

The schools must face these 
facts. If parents refuse to recog- 
nize their entire duty, the schools 
must assume {t as best they can, 

That is why the character and 
training of a teacher have taken 
on added importance as this age 
of preoccupied parents has ad- 
vanced, 

The responsibility of the mod- 
ern school teacher has become 
tremendous. The teacher not 
only imparts “knowledge and 
forms minds and shapes char- 
acter, but frequently is the most 
potent source of inspiration with 
which the child comes in contact. 

What salary can adequately 
pay fer services like these? 


Best Minds 
It is obvious, then, that the 
finest minds in the community 


should be attracted into educa- 
tional work, Only one standard 
should be permitted for teach- 
ers—the best. 

The man or the woman who 
drifts into teaching merely be- 
cause the other professions are 
too difficult or too crowded or 
because more remunerative jobs 
are hard to get, is a positive 
menace to the young. 

The teaching profession is the 


most. important profession in 
modern life, It is infinitely more 
vital than any of the other pro- 


fessions because it is more basic. | 


Through a_ teacher, for in- 
stance, the child learns the im- 
portance of keeping well. A 
physician, although such is not 
the ideal condition, only gets a 
chance to exercise his skill after 
the individual is ill. 

Through a teacher, a child can 
learn how to keep out of trouble. 
A lawyer can only get him out of 
trouble after he is in it. 

Education jis the hope of 
democracy. And the hope of 
democracy should rest on some- 
thing more substantial than a 
scale of salaries that just slips by 
the attention of the minimum 
wage law. 

While the schools contain many 
devoted men and women who 
stick to their jobs because they 
love them and not for what they 
make out of them, in the ordi- 
nary nature of things, you cannot 
draw the finest minds into a pro- 
fession which is notoriously 
poorly paid. 

Nor can even the good teacher 
do himself justice if he is forced 
to scrape and pinch and worry 
about his subsistence.

And they 
are proud that they produce an 
essential American war material. 

Their directors are men of 
wide international knowledge. 
Presumably they could foresee 
the likelihood of this war and 
that the production of oil and its 
distribution to every community 
in America would be a leading 
problem. Yet they have not pre- 
pared for this. Accustomed to 
transport coastwise by tankers, 
finding this the cheapest means, 
and having a large investment in 
such tankers, they closed their 
minds shut against the obvious 
fact that if we were engaged in 
war coastwise trade would be 
endangered by submarines, 

Mr. Ickes pointed this out a 
long time ago, but the big com- 
panies don’t like Mr. Ickes and

At the moment Davis is celebrating the completion of another 
phase in his campaign to prove that you can't keep a good man down, 
The gaunt string bean of a man, who is tall as the Sphinx and twice 
as silent, has just racked up his sixth triumph of the season and, in 
doing it, practically erased the name of Joe Medwick from the hearts 
of the Dodger rooters, 


As you may or may not recall, Medwick and Davis came to Brook- 
lyn together. Larry MacPhail bought them for four players and $100,000 
When they arrived, Medwick was promptly lionized. His tremendous 
hitting, the flock shouted in unison, would win the pennant without 
As for Davis, he crept into Ebbets Field unnoticed, un- 
loved and virtually unwanted, 

Leading Pitcher in National 
HE lanky Missourian was just the lagniappe of the Medwick deal. 

If he won a few games, then all right; they would be accepted as a 
bonus. If he didn't; well, nobody expected him to anyway. He was 
past 30, he had tossed out his arm a few seasons before and he was in 
a slump. 

That was the picture in the summer of 1940.

There was another picture at Ebbets Field Monday. In the past 
two years things have changed in Flatbush. Medwick no longer is 
hailed as the savior of the flock. Monday, for instance, he was 
booed every time he walked up to the plate. But Davis—ah, there. 
No booes for him; he is the leading pitcher in the National League 
and a mighty good one. 


Davis is, in fact, the baseball phenomenon of 1942. By all the rules 
which govern such things, the oldster who never intended to become a 
major leaguer and didn't become one until he passed 28 should have 
completed the cycle two years ago and be back now at his original trade 
of felling trees, Instead, he is right up at the head of the class, 
Dodger Fans Like Davis 

UCCESS is where you find it. Davis has found his in Brooklyn, Mon- 
day, while the fans were hooting Medwick, they were heralding the 
one-time forgotten man. And with good reason. For Monday Davis let 
down Philadelphia with two hits. One of them was a blooper over 
second and the other a grounder which Dolph Camilli muffed and which 
eould have been called an error, 


The triumph was about as spectacular as an early morning fog. 
The big guy with the buggy-whip arm just stepped up and mowed 
‘em down. He struck out the first batter with three pitches, 
wasn't touched for a hit until the fourth and, after uMbending with 
one more safely in the fifth, retired the opposition on order, He 
didn't even give up a walk. 


While the victory wasn't dramatic, it was extremely impressive. It 
was the second two-hitter Davis marked up in three starts, In his last 
27 innings of work, he has been stingy to the point of niggardliness. 
The opposition has reached him for exactly one run, This streak is 
conclusive proof that Davis never was better at throwing a ball past a 
batter.
